Although H. G. Wells has been 
singing the praises of “our crowned 
republic,” it was Tennyson who gave 
us this phrase. The difference  be- 
tween our form of monarchy and that 
which has fallen in Russia, and that 
which is doomed to fall in Germany, 
is great. Who supposes that the 
kaiser, had he includedAvstralia in 
his dominions, would have allowed 
that congeries of colonics to amalga- 
mate under such a title as the “Com- 
monwealth of Australia?” That fact 
alone is proof positive that, although 
we have a king, we are republicans. 

We do not always realize that our 
constitution is less than one hundred 
years older than the famous Ameri- 
can constitution, which was avowed- 
ly framed on the British model, al- 
though at the time they were at war 
with their mother country. 

It was the Bill of Rights, by which 
parliament voted “Dutch William” 
and his wife Mary joint sovereigns 
of England which made this realm a 
“crowned republic.” From the mo- 
ment the Bill of Rights gave the 
house of commons the sole right to 
levy taxes, and that house resolved 
only to grant the crown annual sup- 
plies, the backbone of absolutism—
